A vigorous search for the Moewe 


•was begun by the British admiralty. 
The Moewe was reported 
to be a 


tramp steamship tittod with guns for 
preying on commerce of the enten- 
te allies. 


The German cruiser Hoon was said 


to have escorted the Moewe when 
the later captured the Appam. A re- 
port that the Roon had been captur- 
ed by the British cruiser Drake off 
"Bermuda was published last month, 
buf subsequently was denied. 


The Island of Trinidad is one of 


the British West Indies, l>ing off the 
coast of Venezuela.

The press and public of France are 
mystified at the continued pause in 
;he German attacks around Verdun. 
Caution "born of experiences 
leads 


generally to the rejection of the view 
hat the Germans have given up all 
hope of trying to capture the fort- 
ress. 


It is thought more likely they are 


merely resting before starting afresh 
with greater energy. 
It is believed 


n many quarters that the attack on 
Verdun was only a preliminary to 
operations on a much larger scale for 
the purpose of trying to crush thc 
French once and for all. However, 
hat may be, it is affirmed that Gen- 
eral Joffre is fully prepared for all 
ventualities. 
So far only the local 


French reserves have been called up- 
on at Verdun, the great general re- 
serve forces remaining intact for use 
n repelling other heavy onslaughts 
or for carrying out a great counter- 
attack when the opoortune moment 
comes. 
The exact figures of the French 


osses at Verdun' have been given to 
;he committee of military affairs of 
:he chamber of deputies by Colonel 
Boucabeille, cheif secretary to Gen- 
ral Gallieni, minister of war. 
It is 


stated that they were not high. 


Thc Petit Parisien says that the 


Serman losses todate in the Verdun 
fighting amount to between 125,000 
and 130,000 and 
constitute 
about 


one-third of the German effectives 
actively employed.

Grubb also was arraigned before

An Advocate representative inter- 


viewed Grubb tc/da^ and the -tetter 
stated that ho WEIS 35 years old and

dead.

said that he had a brother living 
who had some property but that h3 
had not seen him for some time and 
ho did not know whether he could 
induce him to so on his bond or not. 
He also said that he had hopes that 
one of his friends

worked might be induced to sign his 
bond.

off my

Americans Off Ships, Say Leader

Wilson and Republican Jjrader Mann 
of the house, will discuss the attitude 
of Republicans on the armed ship is- 
sue at 5 o'clock this afternoon at the 
president's request.

tion by bringing about the end of 
European war by mid-summer. 


Senator Stone vehemently denied 


denied it. 


Senator Gore declared that at the 


proper time •? would put squarely 
before the senate whether the sink- 
ing of an armed merchant vessel by 
a submarine would be considered 
sufficient cause for war.
